Relating to the entertaining, reliſting, or diſcharging of 
SOLDIERS. 


I. W HENE VER any Man is deſirous- of entering into the Service, he is to 
be preſented to the Governor or Commandant of the Garriſon, or the 
Commanding Officer in Camp, and if approved,. ſuch. Approbation muſt be ſig- 
nified to the Pay- Maſter on the Spot, by whom the Man's Name is to be entered 
in a Book to be kept for that Purpoſe, ſetting forth in ſeparate Columns, the 
Country he is of, his Trade, the Ship he came out on, from what Service, his Age, 
the Day he entered, and for what Time. The Bounty-Money is to be iſſued ac- 
cording to the Term for which he enlifts, viz. for five Years ten Pagodas, for 
three Years five Pagodas, which the Pay- Maſter is to advance on the ſaid Recruits 
being entered on the Rolls, and figning a Receipt for the ſame, which is to be at-- 
. teſted by the Adjutant or ſome public Officer, and entered in the Secrètary's- 
it Office, and counter- ſigned by the Secretary, as a proper Form for the Pay-Maſter. 
1 Every non commiſſioned Officer or Soldier, ſhall, a Month before the Expiration 
i of his contracted Time, make a Report thereof to his Captain or Commandin 
| | Officer, that he may receive his Diſcharge or the Bounty-Money for. reliſting, 
| and every Captain or Commanding Officer of a Company, having received ſuch. 
Notice, ſhall report it in writing to the Commanding Officer of the Troops on 
the Spot, the Town Major of Fort St. George, or Commanding Officer at Camp, 
or Out Garriſons, on Notice given them of any Man's being deſirous of renewing 
his Time, are to make out a Certificate in the ſame Manner as for Men inliſting, 
and to apply to the Secretary of the Military Department at Fort St. George, who 
is to ſearch the General Regiſter of Military kept by him for that Purpoſe, and is 
to certify whether or no ſuch Man has ſerved His contracted Time, which will 
then be ſignified to the Pay-Maſter as above, who is to advance the Bounty ac- 
cording to the Term, and in order that this General Regiſter may anſwer the End 
propoſed, the Pay-Maſters at Fort Sz. George, at Camp, and all the Out Garriſons 
are to tranſmit to the Secretary by the 1 5th of every Month a Liſt of Military, in 
_ the above-mentioned Form, who have liſted or reliſted, as well as thoſe who have 


died, or deſerted, and alſo of all Promotions that have been made in their ſeveral 
Departments during the preceding Month. 
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IT. No Officer either in Camp or Garriſon is to give a Diſcharge, but any Soldier 
that ſhall requeſt his Diſcharge, having ſerved his contracted Time, may have 
Permiſſion to proceed to Fort St. George, and there make Application for his 
Diſcharge, when it ſhall always be granted. | 


III. In the aforeſaid Manner. ſhall the Recruits from -"_ be enrolled; and their 
Subſiſtance ſhall commence from the Day of their Arrival, or ſooner in the Month, 
if it appears that they are abſolutely in Want of Neceſſaries. 


IV. If any Man deſerts, and afterwards returns, and is re-admitted into the Service, 
he ſhall forfeit the Time he had ſerved before his Deſertion, and ſhall contract 
anew, without receiving any Bounty, it being a ſufficient Bounty that he is 
pardoned..

LL Men are to be drawn for, and paid on the Spot where they are, for which

V. Whenever a Detachment is made from Garriſon, or from the Army in the Fiald,

II. As the making up the Cloathing muſt be left to one Perſon's Care, an Agent is to 
be appointed, and an Allowance made him of 5 per Cent. on the neat Coſt for his 
Trouble; that the Stoppages of the Sepoys may be duly collected, it is ordered, 
that the Off-reckonings be noted at the Foot of the Pay-Rolls by the ſeveral 
Pay-Maſters, but no Money is to be drawn on that Account till the End of each 
Year, when the Commiſſary General ſhall ſtate a general Account of Sepoy Stop- 
pages from the monthly Rolls, tranſmitted by the Pay-Maſters ; and draw * 
Amount from the Caſh, to be diſpoſed of as hereatter directed. And that the 
making up of the Cloathing may not be delay'd, but the whole be provided, and 
be ready to ifſue by the End of December each Year, a Calculation ſhall be made 
of the Quantity of Cloth to make each Coat or Number of Coats, and the Import 
Warehouſe-keeper ſhall conſult the Commiſſary General's Monthly Abſtract, as 
to the Number of Coats that may be neceſſary, and iſſue the Cloth to the Agent 
in proper Time, and inſtead of receiving the Money for it, as has been cuſtomary, 
he ſhall have an Head on his Books of Sepoy Cloathing, which he ſhall debt for 
all the Cloth delivered, and when the Commiſſary General, at the End of the 
Year, adjuſts the general Account of the Stoppages from the monthly Rolls of the 
different Pay-Maſters, the Import Warehouſe-keeper ſhall be paid for the Cloth, 
and the Agent be furniſhed with Money from the Commiſſary General to pay the 
Taylors, and for his Commifhon. By this Method the Coats will be made at the 
cheapeſt Rate, the Company will have no Occaſion to advance the Money, and if 
any ſurplus Coats remain, they will ſerve for the ſucceeding Year, and if the Sepoy 
Stoppages, during the Year, exceed the Expence of the Cloathing made up, and 
the Allowance made to the Captains (as it is probable they will) the Surplus ſhall 
be carried to the Credit of the Nabob by the Commiſſary General, who originally 
debts the Nabob for all the Sepoys Pay, and Batta, and that of their Officers. 
But that the Cloathing may be proper, and well made, the Prefident and Council,

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SEPOY Returns and Payments. 


© MN THLY Returns of the Sepoys are to be made by the Officers of Sepoys 
to the Commanding Officer in every Garriſon, and the Field (according to 

the Form hereunto annexed) who is to ſend Returns to the Governor and Com- 
mander in Chief, all Pay Rolls or Abſtracts by which Sepoys are paid, are to be 
ſent regularly every Month, by the Pay-Maſters in the Field and Out-Garriſons 
to the Commiſſary General at Fox ST. GroR GE. In theſe the Day of the 
Death, or Deſertion of every Sepoy, as well as all other Caſualties, muſt be care- 


fully noted, and whenever any Sepoy dies or deſerts his Pay is to be. ſtopt 
immediately. 


II. To effect this, the Pay or Batta of Sepoys muſt not be advanced, but that Pay 
which is due for the firſt Half of the Month, is to be iſſued on the 15th,.and that 
for the laſt Half of the Month, is to be iſſued on the firſt of the next Month, 
when. the Sepoys are in Garriſons or Poſts, where Pay-Maſters can eaſily go; but. 
in. caſe a Detachment of Sepoys is made under. an European. Officer without a 
Pay-Maſter, before the 15th of any Month, and he is like to be abſent till after 
the 15th, or to the End. of the Month, the Pay. of the Detachment for half the 
Mead, or for the whole Month, as may be neceſſary, ſhall be delivered to the 
Officer commanding ſuch Detachment, and. be paid by him. as follows, 24 Fanams 
to each Sepoy after the 15th, and 1. Pagoda. to each after the End of the Month, 
and ſo proportionably to the reſt in two Payments, or. more, as he ſhall: judge it 
to be moſt convenient to the Sepoys and. inferior Officers. 


III. It is well known that great room for Abuſe to the Prejudice of the Sepoys and 
inferior Officers, has ariſen from their Pay, being nominally in Rupees, and 
reduced by Exchange to Pagodas, but more particularly have the Sepoys and 
inferior Officers ſuffered, by a Practice which has been introduced of lendin 
them in advance, ſmall Sums of Money to be deducted from. their Pay with large 
Intereſt.

This Method will render it unneceſſary for any Perſon to borrow, and all Officers, 
Pay-Maſters, Subedars, Jemidars, Vakeels, and others, are hereby ſtrictly ordered, 
not only to forbear from ſuch Practices themſelves, but to prevent and diſcover. 
them, under Pain of Diſmiſſion from the Service for the firſt Offence.

of eſtabliſhing Regularity in the Sepoy Corps, as well as proper Order and Diſci- 
. and to prevent the like Abuſes, do reſolve (as the only Remedy) to grant 
arrants or Commiſſions to all Commandants, Subedars, and Jemidaxs, and that 
no Officer having ſuch a Commiſſion ſhould be deprived thereof without expreſs 
Orders from us, or the Sentence of a Court Martial. 


III. The Manner of raiſing new Sepoys is already laid down, the filling up Vacancies 
or creating new Non-Commiſſioned or Commiſſioned Officers, requires very par- 
ticular Directions, but after all, much will depend on the Attention and Impartiality 
of the Eurapean Officers; far the Meaning of the Prefident and Cauncil is, that 
eſtabliſhed Merit alone, and not Intereſt or Favour, ſhall have the whole Weight 
in all Promotions.

General Orders. 


I. ALL Men unfit to ſerve as Sepoys ſhall be diſcharged the Service (unleſs diſ- 

abled by Duty, in which Caſe they will be otherwiſe provided for) and the 
Commanding Officer of each Battalion, or Diviſion of a Battalion, ſhall give a Liſt 
of all ſuch Monthly to the Pay-Maſter, that they may be ſtruck off the Rolls, and 
every Officer of Sepoys in Garriſon, or the Field, is ſtrictly to attend to this Part 
of his Duty, that none but real effective Men may be kept in the Service. 


II. A Vakeel being allowed to each Company of Sepoys, his Duty is to ſerve as 
their Accountant, and to regiſter all Events, he is to be immediately under the 
Orders of the Pay-Maſter, to aſſiſt him in making his Payments, and report to 
him all Caſualties whenever they happen, for which Purpoſe he is to viſit the 
Company he belongs to, when on Duty together, or at different Poſts, and he is 
to attend the Parade at Retreat Beating, and whenever the Company is under 
Arms. The Pay-Maſter can have no Command over any Serjeant or Officers of 
Sepoys, ſo as to oblige them to make him the neceſſary Reports, it is for that 
Reaſon that the Vakeels are placed immediately under his Orders, and independant 
of the Officers. The Serjeants Major, Subedars, Jemidars, Havildars, or ee 
or ſome of them, muſt be acquainted in a very ſhort Time, with the Death, 
Deſertion, or Sickneſs of every Perſon in a Company, or Battalion, and they are 
immediately to report every Caſualty to the European Officers who command 
them. And every Officer, who has the Command of any Sepoys, ought to have 
conſtantly by him a Roll of each Company, made out as ſoon as poflible in 

Engliſh, on which he ſhould mark, oppoſite the reſpective Names, the Day any 
Man dies, deſerts, is detached, promoted, or rendered incapable of further Service, 
and by this Means, he will have it in his Power, at the ſhorteſt Warning, to 
make out a perfect Return of the Sepoys under his Command. The Pay-Maſter 
and Officer, having thus the Reports from different Channels, Abuſes will be 
eaſily diſcovered, and by Inſpection of their ſeveral Regiſters, the Payments eafily 
adjuſted, without Prejudice to the Company or Individuals. 


III. The good Order and Diſcipline of all Troops, is owing intirely to the Care the 
Officers take to enforce it, the black Sepoy Officers are but too often very remiſs, 
it is therefore recommended to the European Officers, who may have the Care of 

this Body, to infuſe as much as poſſible the Spirit of Command and Obedience 

amongſt them, and endeavour by Encouragement, and good Treatment to the 
active, and by puniſhing the remiſs to make them keep up a good Order and Diſ- 
cipline amongſt their Sepoys, and to ſupport them well in it. The European 

Officers are to conſider their Preferment as derived from the Care and Attention 

they pay to the well diſciplining and well ordering the Sepoys, and this Service is 

regarded as equally honourable and eſſential with the Command of Europeans.

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IV. That Man may be acquainted with the Rules and Regulations now laid 


down, the Euro Officers, the Commandant, the Vakeel, and Interpreters, are 
conſtantly to endeavour to get them explained to the Sepoys in their own Language. 


V. The Vakeels in the Sepoy Companies ſhall never be changed or diſmiſſed, with- 
out the Conſent and Approbation of the Commiſſary General being firſt obtained. 


They are always to have ready a Lift of the Names of the Company of Sepoys to 
which they are appointed.

VI. Sepoys are on no Account to be made uſe of as Peons, or on private Buſineſs, 
or to attend the Officers who command them, one of the Non-Commiſſioned 
only, an Havildar or a Naigue ſhall in Turn attend the Commanding Officer of 
each Battalion, or.

12 HE Honourable Co uRx T or DiRtcTors having frequently recommended, 
but particularly in their General Letter by the Lat wing, dated the iſt of June, 
1764, that a Reduction ſhould be made in the Batta, and other Extra Allowances, 
and the Pre/ident and Council having well weighed and conſidered what is abſolutely 
neceſſary to be allowed, and what could be reduced, do reſolve that the following 


Regulations ſhall be punctually obſerved. 


I. Batta is an Allowance made to Officers, and others belonging to the Army, and 
zs Intended to anſwer the extraordinary Expences they are neceſſarily at, whit in 
the Field, when it is to be conſtantly paid them, agreeably to their reſpective 
Ranks, as ſpecified in the Eſtabliſhment. In caſe Officers in Country-Garriſons 
- or Camp, are returning to Garriſon at Madras, or ordered on another Service, 
without a Party marching with them, they are to be paid according to the Diſtance 
they travel, reckoning twenty-five Miles a Day's Journey ; but in caſe they aſk 
Leave, on their own Buſineſs, to go from one Place to another, they are not to 
draw Batta, and the Commanding Officer who gives ſuch Leave is to inform the 
Board, and the Pay-Maſter on the Spot thereof. All Batta is to be paid at the 
End of the Month, and never to be advanced. | | p 


II. Officers commanding at the Out-Garriſons are allowed Batta according to their 
reſpective Ranks. If a Serjeant commands, he is to be on the Footing of a Sepoy

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Concerning Hoſpitals to take Place whenever a Contract 
is made with the Surgeons. 


I. IN the firſt Place, the Surgeons ſhall ſupply the Hoſpital with Rattan Cotts well 

made and ſtrong, of the Dimenſions of ſix Feet by three, including the Frame, 

with Stools of two Feet by one and a half, and with Crutches, Cradles, Wooden 
Legs, &c. 


II. They ſhall furniſh Earthen Ware for all the Purpoſes of the Sick. 
III. And alſo Lamp Oil and Lamps for all the Purpoſes of the Sick. 


IV. They ſhall ſupply each Perſon, on their Admittance, with a Cott, two Quilts, 
4 large Pillow, and a Suit of Hoſpital Cloaths, that is, with a Gown, Cap, Shirt, 
and Drawers, and alſo furniſh thoſe who are weak and low, with a Bed and ſmall 
Pillow, or two, as may be thought neceſſary. | 


V. They are to cauſe the Cap, Shirts, and Drawers to be ſhifted twice a Week, to 
wit, on Sundays and Wedneſdays, and the Gown, Quilt and Pillows, once, to wit, 
every Sunday, unleſs where judged improper by the Surgeon, in Salivation or 
otherwiſe. They are alſo to cauſe the Sick, in Fluxes or 8 ag. to be ſhifted 
as often as their Situation requires. 


VI. And to ſupply the Sick with Country Modicines, Cloth for Lint and Bandage, 
with Wine, Arrack, Oil, Vinegar, Spirits, Syrup, Tamarinds, Limes, and all other 
Articles that ſhall be thought neceſſary for their Relief. 


VII. They are to furniſh Fire-Wood, Water, and all other Neceſſaries for the Uſe 
of the Shop, Fomentations, Injections, and all other Articles that are put into 
Drinks, as well as Congee Water, for the Uſe of the Sick. 


VIII. They are to entertain a Dubaſh, to attend the Shop, to afſiſt 1 in the Wees 
of Medicines, and make up Dreſſings, Cc. 24 


IX. And alſo two Coolies, to attend the Shop, beat the Mortar, give Inje&tions, and 
aſſiſt in the Preparation of Medicines.

ſhall be allowed to retain a Head Carpenter, and two or more Cooly Carpenters,

Dieting the Troops in the Field, and providing Draught and Carriage Bullocks, 
ludtive of Regularity and Advantage to the Service, the furniſhing theſe Ar- 

tictes has been contracted for with the loweſt Bidders, and though the Price may 

occafionally vary, yet it may not be unneceſſary to inſert the Terms, &c. 


I. For every Man victualled the Contractor receives 3 Fanams, 30 Cafh, at the Rate 
of 41 Fanams to a Pagoda, and is to furniſh daily one Pound and a Half of elean 
Rice, one Pound and a Half of Beef, or a Sheep to eight Men, two Drams of, 
Batavia Arrack, at forty to a Gallon, five Billets of Fire-Wood and a little Salt. 
When any Drams extraordinary are ſerved, or Biſcuit given on a forced March, 
it is to be by Order of the Commanding Officer; and the Contractor's Agent is 
to have particular Certificates, ſigned firſt by the Commanding Officer, and after- 
wards a general One from the Commiſſary, for the Number of Drams and Quan- 
tity of Biſcuit ſo delivered, that the Commiſſary General may pay for the ſame, 
as an extraordinary Charge, at the End of the Month.

II. The Captains or Commanding Officers, on the Spot, of every Company, both 
of the King's and Company's Troops, are to make daily a Demand in. Writing to 
the Contractor, or his Agent, for Proviſions for the Men. of their reſpective Com- 
panies, which Demands the Contractor is to produce to the Commiſſary as Vou- 
chers, and the Commiſſary, having examined the ſame, will fign a general Certi- 
ficate, to be produced to the Commiſſary General with the Contractor's Bill for 
victualling the Troops. 


III. The proper Officers in the Field are to make Demands to the Commiſſary, or, 
in his Abſence, to the Pay-Maſter, for the Number of Bullocks they may require 
for their reſpective Departments, which Demands muſt be approved and certified 
by the Commanding Officer. The Commiſſary or Pay-Maſter will order the 
Contractor to provide agreeably thereto, and ſuch Demands or Vouchers muſt be 
tranſmitted to the Commiſſary General. The Bullocks are to be muſtered by the 
Commiſſary or Pay-Maſter, as often as he thinks neceſſary. 


IV. For every Draught Bullock the Contractor has 4 Fanams, 40 Caſh per Day, and 


to every three Bullocks he is to furniſh and pay two Drivers on his own Account.

V. For every Carriage Bullock the Contractor receives 3 Fanams, 40 Caſh per Day, 
and the Company are at no Expence for Drivers. ; 


VI. The Number of Bullocks employed with the different Corps, the Commiſſary 
of the Army is to certify, and according to his Certificate only, will the Contrac- 
tor be paid, and it is to be obſerved in future that the Pay-Maſter and Commiſ- 
ſary, who are placed as Checks on the Contractor, are on no Account to be Agents 
for him, or to provide Bullocks. They are ſolely to be provided by the Contractor. 


VII. The Commanding Officer is always to have a Copy of the Contract, and to 
take care that the Terms are complied with, in Quantity and Quality, and that 
no more be employed than what are abſolutely wanted for the Public Service. 


VIII. Every Bullock is at leaſt to be able to carry with eaſe 120 Pounds, and to draw 
in Proportion.

General Orders. 


I. F REQUENT Diſputes having ariſen in the Out-Gartiſons, and when our 


Troops are marching” through the Country, between our Officers and the 
Nabob's Managers, It is ordered, that from henceforward the Company's Officers 
do, on no Account, interfere with his Deputies, the Inhabitants, or the Affairs be- 
longing to the Country Government; in which all Diſputes are to be referred to 
the Nabob's Officers, appointed for that Purpoſe; and our Officers are diligently 


to attend to the Diſciplining the Troops under their Command, and keeping them 


ſober, and in good Order, taking all proper Meaſures to ſupport the Nabob's 
Government, and the Authority of his Officers. Where there is a Dubaſh in any 
Garriſon paid by the Company, he ſhall be looked upon as a Servant of the Com- 
pany's, and be liable to anſwer for any Miſinterpretation ; and if any Dubaſhes, 
paid or not paid by the Company, are guilty of Oppreſſions, in interfering in the 
Country Affairs, they ſhall be called to a ſevere Account. 


IT. Whenever any of the Nabob's Troops are under the Command of our Officers, 


they ſhall be returned Monthly, and when not under our Officers Command, he 
ſhall endeavour to get the beſt Account he can of their Numbers, and note them 


in his Monthly Return, all which-Returns ſhall be made out agreeably to a Form 
which will be preſcribed. 


III. No other Allowances, than what are particularly mentioned in the foregoing 


Regulations, are to be made to any Perſons, without expreſs Orders from the Board. 


IV. And as it is intended that theſe Orders and Regulations ſhall be ſtrictly obeyed, 


and conſtantly attended to, in every Garriſon as well as in the Field; all Com- 
manding Officers, Pay-Maſters, Commiſſaries, and in ſhort all Officers will be 
furniſhed with a Copy of them ; and they are carefully to enter all further Orders, 
received from Time to Time, under the reſpective heads in the blank Pages, left 
for that Purpoſe, which they are to deliver to their Succeſſors, who are to look 


upon the ſame as immediately addreſſed to them, and conform thereto accordingly, 


and whoever is found guilty of a Breach of any of the foregoing Orders will be 
diſmiſſed the Service. | 


V. All Officers coming into Garriſon, or going out on Service, are to acquaint the 


Deputy Commiſſary General with their Arrival or Departure, that Batta may ceaſe 
or commence accordingly, and Orders be tranſmitted to the Camp, and Out-Gar- 
riſons if neceſſary. On their own private Occaſions they are not allowed Batta.

The Allowance of eight Doolies to a Company of 100 Men, it is judged will 
be ſufficient, not only to carry the Men who may happen to fall ſick on a March, 
but alſo to tranſport ſuch as may be neceſſary to ſend to a fixed Hoſpital. Theſe 
Doolies are to attend the ſeveral Companies on a March, but are to be under the 
immediate Orders of the Commiſſary, when in Camp; and when any ſick Men are 
ſent to an Hoſpital, a ſober European, appointed for that Duty, ſhall accompany the 
Doolies, and take care that they rejoin the Army with all Expedition. 


It is concluded that the foregoing Statement will anſwer all the Exigencies of 
Service, except on very particular Occaſions, when forced Marches are to be made, 
or when the Roads are very difficult of Paſſage, in ſuch Caſes it is the Duty of the 
Commanding Officer and Commiſſary to make proper Repreſentations, and any 
Addition that may appear neceſſary, will be allowed; on the other Hand, it may 
happen that the Troops being in Cantonments, or likely to remain in a fixed Camp, 
a conſiderable Reduction may be made, particularly in the Articles of Carriage Bul- 
locks and Coolies; it is therefore expected, that the Commanding Officer do take 
every Opportunity to reduce Expences, and give the Company Proofs of his Atten- 
tion to introduce Economy in the Diſburſements, as well as Regularity and ſtrict 
Diſciphne among the Troops; for in ſpite of the beſt calculated Regulations, Abuſes 
too frequently take Place, and the Expences of an Army in the F ield, for a few 
Months only, amount to an enormous Sum. . {5
